That Baron Rosen is an, earnest advo-

M. Muravieff indicates that he opposed | 
the diplomacy which led to the Russo- 
Japanese war, and that after the series 
of Russian disasters began he was one of 
those who advised the Czar to end the 
conflict. It was even said last February, 
when he exchanged the post of Minister 
of Justice for that of Ambassador at 
| Rome, that he was in more or less dis- |

Calls for Official Mourning for Secre- 
tary Hay—Lauds Services. 


A PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESI- 
DENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


John Hay, Secretary of State.of the 
United States, died on July 1. His death, 
a crushing sorrow to his friends, is to the 
people of this country a National bereave- 
ment; and ih addition it’ is a serious loss 
to mankind, for to him it was given to 
stand as ‘a leader in the effort to better 
world conditions by striving to advance 
the cause of international peace and jus- 
tice. 

He entered ‘the public service as the 
trusted and intimate companion of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and for well-nigh forty 
years he served his country with loyu! 
devotion and high ability in many. posi- 
tions of honor and trust; and finally he 
crowned his lifework by serving as Sec- 
retary of State with such far-sightedness 
of the future and such loyalty to lofty 
ideas as to confer lasting benefits not only 
upon our own country but upon all the 
nations of the earth. 

As a suitable expression of National 
mourning I direct that the diplomatic 
representatives of the United States in all 
foreign countries display the flags over 
their embassies and legations at half- 
mast for ten days; that for a like period 


} the flag of the United States be displayed | 


at half-mast at all forts and military posts 
and at all naval stations and on all ves- 
sels of the United States. 

I further order that on the day of the 
funeral the executive departments in the 
City of Washington be closed, and that on 
all public buildings throughout the United 
States the National flag be displayed at 
half-mast.

The Law on the Subject. 


"There was a law in existence then as to 
the relation between the two communities 
involved in such a proceeding to protect 
water supply. Section 72 of the laws goy- 
erning the State Board of Health reads as 
foliows: 

Sewerage.—When the State Board of 
Mealth shall, for the protection of a water 
supply from contamination, make orders or 
regulations the execution of which wilK re- 
quire or make necessary the construction 
and maintenance of any system of sewerage, 
or a change thereof, in or for any village or 
hamlet, whether incorporated or unincorpor- 
ated, or the execution of which will require 
the providing of some means of removal or 
purification of sewage, the municipality or 
corporation owning the water works bene- 
fited thereby shall at its own expense con- 
struct and maintain such system of sewer- 
age, or change thereof, and provide such 
means of removal and purification of sew- 
age and such works or means of sewage 
disposal as shall be approved by the State 
Board of Health.

In the judgment of rowing experts here 
the contest will resolve itself into a ques- 
tion as to the relative merits of the Kng- 
lish and American styles of rowing. The 
Leander’s style is the embodiment of per- 
fection of the English stroke’ while 
the Vesper’s display the distinctive 
American features of eight-oared shell 
rowing. Many of the best-informed oars- 
mén here frankly admit that if they were 
not thoroughly convinced of the superior- 
ity of the English over the American 

‘style, they would have no hope of Lean- 
der winning next Wednesday. They are 
almost confident, they say, that the Eng- 
lish style will save the day for England. 

Oscar Thorn, President of the Vesper 
Club, does not accept this view, and in 
this he is joined by every member cf the 
Vesper crew They expect to demon- 
strate that the American style of rawing 
is quite good enough to win the Grand 
Challenge Cup. There has been no evi- 
dence- of overconfidence on the yart of 
the Philadelphians. They have gone 
about their work in a clean, clear-cut, 
businesslike way. They have not at- 
tempted to train in secret, but have done 
all their work in the open and in full view 
of the many thousands who have watched 
them since their arrival. 

Not for one moment have they 
plated the possibility of defeat. They still

THE ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT OF 
THE SUBWAY. 


The fact that there are a great many 
people who take Mr. TEsua seriously, 
notwithstanding the fact that for some 
years past he has been more distin- 
guished for magnificent promises than 
for brilliant performances, gives great- 
er significance than it would otherwise 
have to his persistent effort to discredit 
the electrical equipment of the Rapid 
Transit Subway. The method of this 
attack is not exactly that which one 
would expect ffom a gentleman of Mr. 
TesLa’s professional reputation. It is 
by the publication of, letters full of 
vague generalities, so worded as to im- 
press the public without inviting the 
specific and authoritative  contradic- 
tion which would follow them if they 
consisted of definite statements.

TrsLa’s views respecting the electrical 
equipment of the Subway are that the 
system chosen and installed was pre- 
ferred because it was cheap and not 
because it was good; that it is far be- 
hind the present state of the art in 
plan and in detail; that a serious mis- 
take was made in not adopting the al- 
ternating system of distribution, “ pop- 
ularly known as the two, three, multi, 
or polyphase "’; that the system selected 
was one invented by him and discard- 
ed years ago for later, riper, and more 
perfect devices; that in planning it no 
engineer of the General Electric or 
Westinghouse Company was consulted 
or permitted to give advice; that the 
mechanical appliances installed 
cheap and inferior; that the Interbor- 
ough management imposed upon its 
technical advisers the obligation of 
wasteful economy in first cost; and that

Since trains began running it has been 
critically watched, and in every respect 
has vindicated the judgment of the ex- 
perts responsible for its adoption and 
installation. As we said, it is not per- 
fect, but it comes nearer to that stand- 
ard than any system elsewhere in use. 
That Mr. TesLa was not called in con- 
sultation as to plan or details is prob- 
ably true. The work was done under 
the immediate direction of one of the 
most accomplished and discreetly con- 
servative electrical engineers of the 
United States, Mr. L. B. STILLWELL, 
who was from the outset and still is 
the Electrical Director of the Inter- 
borough Company. He stands well at 
the head of his profession. On a com- 
parison of experiences it would proba- 
bly be found that Mr. STILLWELL has 
been intrusted with the expenditure of 
a thousand dollars in constructive work 
for every dollar thus intrusted to the 
judgment of Mr. Testa. When the lat-

GERMAN ART EXPANSION. 

Thoroughness and tenacity are the 
watchwords of modern German indus- 
trialism which is giving our British 
cousins a series of nightmares here and 
there about the globe; thoroughness 
and tenacity characterize equally well 
the efforts of German art to make 
headway against the prestige of French 
architecture, painting, and sculpture. 
For some years the project of opening 
a gallery for the annual exhibition of 
German pictures in Paris has been 
steadily advocated by certain patriotic 
Germans in France, with the corollary 
that a similar exhibition of French pict- 
ures be made in Berlin. 

We all know what high hopes Kaiser 
WILHELM placed in the German exhibit 
of pictures at St. Louis and we see how 
earnest he has been to push the erec- 
tion of the Goethe Monument in Rome, 
a monument which was expected to 
stand on the Pincian but has been given 
a site in the Borghese Gardens outside 
the walls. Within the fortnight the 
Kaiser has purchased a number of art 
works By Italians from the Venetian 
Exposition—marbles, ‘‘ The Cross,” by 
BIsto.Fi, and ‘ Hadrian,’’ by JERACE; 
paintings, ‘‘ Across the Square,” by 
INNOCENTI; ‘ Solitude,’” by LoJACcONO; 
“Twilight,” by VETTORE ZANETTI- 
Z1.LA; ‘ Male Portrait,” by GELLI; 
color print, ‘‘The Unknown,” by Ba- 
LESTRIER!; water color, ‘Silent Venice,” 
by BRUGNOLE, and also the painting, 
“The Man in a Mantle,’’ by the Amer- 
ican GARI MELCHERS, who passes for a 
European. The Kaiser does his best to 
make himself felt in other countries be- 
sides Germany as a connoisseur and 
princely patron of art. 

Some excitement was felt among Ger- 
man artists when the news came that 
he had also purchased at the Vene- 
tian art CONSTANTIN MEUNIER’S 
bronze bas-relief, ‘‘Miners Returning 
from Labor,” for this would mean that 
he was weakening in his fanatical ill- 
will toward modern forms of impres- 
sionism. A humorist must have added 
that bit of news; it has been promptly 
disavowed. The Kaiser's frequent vio- 
lent diatribes against the whole impres- 
sionist camp makes it almost impossi- 
ble for him to acknowledge admiration 
for a bit of painting or sculpture in any 
way tarred with the impressionist 
stick, without derogating from his dig- 
nity. There is no escape for the man 
who asserts so positively not merely 
the worthlessness but the wickedness 
of impressionism. In his eyes these 
artists offend the ideal of thorough- 
ness which must be Germany’s idea} in 
art as well as military matters. They 
are doubly sinners because they show 
disobedience to the orders of the over- 
lord and overconnoisseur. The soon- 
er they learn that they are an unpa- 
triotic gang, the better, for they inter- 
fere with their Kaiser's efforts to enlist 
art in the cause of world politics.

‘The public,” it says, ‘“ will 
want confirmation of a statement that 
Davip LAMON, a Denver jeweler, has re- 
discovered the ancient and lost art of 
tempering copper. This is what scientists 
have been trying to do for many years. 
At intervals success has apparently been 
in sight, but has’ always turned into fail- 
ure. It is stated, however, that there is 
no doubt about Mr. LAMON’s process, that 
it has been patented, and that he has re- 
fused an offer of $500,000 for the secret. 
Perhaps this is so. Perhaps it is only 
one of many like tales that have been 
told. If Mr. LAMON can temper copper 
his fortune is made, and the world will 
be richer for his discovery. As for the 
authenticity of the report, the world may 
be pardoned for suspending judgment.” 
Every single sentence—almost every sin- 
gle phrase—in that statement is in direct 
contradiction to facts perfectly well 
known to all who have taken the trouble 
to inform themselves on the subject. The 
public wants no confirmation of a tale it 
is quite willing to accept offhand; there 
is not one spark of evidence that copper 
was ever tempered; scientists never tried 
to do it; success has never been in sight; 
if Mr. LAMON has obtained a patent it is 
not for a process that in any accurate use 
of the word can be called tempering; no- 
body would give him 500 cents for the 
secret of doing with aw expensive metal 
what is done to the satisfaction of all 
with a cheap one; the tale is not perhaps, 
but certainly, like its innumerable prede- 
cessors; neither the world nor Mr. LAMON 
would profit greatly from the tempering 
of copper, and suspension of judgment on 
the report would be of unpardonable fool- 
ishness. That, we think, covers. the 
ground. Copper can be hardened to some 
extent by the use of heat or of alloys. 
This is done to-day in every brass foun- 
dry better than it was ever done by the 
most skillful of ‘‘the ancients,”” and— 
well, not till The Democrat and Chroni- 
cle’s triumph in’ tnorough-going wrong- 
ness has been outdone will we discuss this 
matter again.

Artillery Fatal to Hailstorms. 


From The London Globe. 

The idea .that heavy artillery firing is pro- 
ductive of rain is an old one, and cases are 
recorded where great battles have been fol- 
lowed by heavy showers. This has been one 
‘of the methods practiced by the modern rain- 
maker. But the firing of eannon. has been 
more usefully employed for the keeping off 
of hailstorms.

In the wine-growing district of 
Beaujolais, in Central France, cannon firing 
for the prevention of hailstorms has been 
systematically carried out for a number of 
years. And evidence is now brought forward 
to show that the five years, 1900 to 1904, 
during which it has been practiced compare 
favorably with the previous years, 1891 to 
1900.

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Will you allow me to call attention in 
your columns to a form of effort for pro- 
moting international good relationship 
which is attracting much serious atten- 
tion in Europe, and which may well com- | 
mend itself to us in America? 

What Has Been Done—Upon the invi- 
tation of the Faculty of Law of the Uni- 
versity of Paris [ undertook there, fif- 
teen months ago, a course of instruction 
in our American law, with particular ref- 
erence for the first year to ¢ommercial 
and banking law. The course which has 
been carried on during the current year 
(1904-5) has attracted gonsiderable atten- 
tion and interest in Paris, not only 
among the students of the Law School, 
(over five thousand in number, drawn 
from every country in Europe,) but also 
among some of the younger lawyers of 
the Paris bar, who have been regular at- 
tendants, as well as some army officers 
and others. This is a phase of education- 
al reciproeity between our country and 
Europe which has recently come into 
prominence, and which promises the best 
results. At this time of the great ex- 
pansion of American commercial, finan- 
cial, and politica] influence in Europe 
such work, conducing to a better under- 
standing of our institutions, promotes 
the welfare of the world, as well as our 
own interest. The work already done 
has been heartily indorsed from actual 
knowledge of it, by such men as Sir Ed- 
ward Fry, Lord Justice of England; the 
Baron de Coubertin, the Count de Mun 
of the Academie Francaise, by the Doy- 
ens of the Law Faculties of Paris, Lille, 
and Toulouse, and others. It has also 
been commended in prinoiple by some of 
the best people in this country. 

What Is Proposed—Arrangements have 
been made to continue the work next 
year, (1905-6,) for the first half of the year 
in Paris and at Lille, simultaneously, and 
for the second half of the year at two 
of the leading universities in the South 
of France, Bordeaux, and Toulouse. In 
this way, which is not unusual in France, 
four courses will be given each year at 
four of the chief universities, in cities 
where the commercial and trade rela- 
tions with the United States are exten- 
sive. In succeeding years it is proposed 
gradually to enlarge the scope of the 
work so as to give French lawyers, in a 
series of courses, a general view of our 
American law, somewhat as Blackstone 
did at Oxford, on the Viner foundation, 
for the English lawyers of his time. 

What Is Wanted—I have done this work 
thus far and borne the expense of it 
without any compensation whatever. By 
giving my whole time and attention to it 
for more than a year, in addition to pay- 
ing out some money for current ex- 
penses, [ have demonstrated the practic- 
ability and the utility of the undertaking, 
and have secured a welcome and made a 
place for American law on the Continent 
of Europe. This expenditure of time and 
money has been more than I can afford, | 
unless I can reimburse myself for the| 
past and assure myself for the future. | 
[ must, therefore, find some one in| 
America to provide funds to carry it for- 
ward. I have now done all that I can 
without some such co-operation.

The work is now completed, and the | 
side doors are opened at every station during 
all the hours of operation. The improvement 
is so marked that it has prompted a great | 
deal of favorable comment among passen- | 
gers, who are unanimous In expressing their | 
appreciation.”

Sale of Harvard House. 


From The London Telegraph of June 23. 

Last evening at the Shakespeare Hotel, 
Stratford-on-Avon,. one of the most attractive | 
residences in the town, known as Harvard 
House, the Mecca of all American pilgrims 
visiting the home of the Bard of Avon, was 
sold by auction. It has an elaborately carved 
oak front, dated 1596, and is numbered 26 
High Street, standing adjacent to New Place 
and the Grammar School. Harvard House was 
built by Thomas and Alice Rogers, whose 
daughter Katherine, the mother of John Har- 
vard, founder of Harvard University, was born 
there. The old building, founded by a famous 
Puritan family, has always created the great- 
est interest in America,and when the bold pro- 
posal was made some years ago to acquire 
Shakespeare’s house and transport it across the 
Atlantic in sections, there was also talk of 
annexing Harvard House. John Harvard was 
born in Southwark, near the old London Bridge, 
on Nov. 29, 1607, nine years before the death 
of the poet. His father was a butcher, and in 
his mother’s will John is described as a 
‘*Clarke.’’ He was one of the little band of 
pilgrims who left the old country and settlod 
down in New England. 
* Harvard House has for some time been occu- 
pied by Messrs. Hutchings & Deer, auction- 
eers, and was last night included in a’sale of 
properties belonging to the late Mr. H. W. 
Newton. The freehold was purchased by Mr. 
John Wright, a local resident, for £940.

from office has become a leading topic of

As a lawyer, the writer is constrained 


| to believe that the action of the Governor 


is entirely unnecessary, and that those 
who have advised such a solution have en- 
tirely lost sight of the true aspect of the 
case. 

As the charges presented against Judge 
Hooker were not against his ability or 
qualifications as a Justice of the Supreme” 
Court, but were formulated and presented 
solely on account of certain methods he 
employed before he acquired that office, 
and as it has been conceded that Judge — 
Hooker's conduct has been. exemplary 
during the time he has been on the bénch, 


it is only proper to confine the charges to’ ~ 


the period in which the various acts of 
misconduct were committed and to limit 
them to that specified time. ‘ 

Acting upon this theory the charges 
against Judge Hooker should be madé~ 
against him as attorney and counselor at 
law and not as a Supreme Court Justice, 
and the courts instead of the Legislature 
should have cognizance of the matter. 

The independence of the judiciary has 
ever been the boast of our democratic 
form of Government. This very issue was 
fought out by the Colonies against Eng- 
land during the years immediately preced- 
ing the Revolution and found expression 
in the Declaration of Independence: ‘‘ He 
has made Judges dependent on his will 
alone for the terms of their offices.” 

Under the Code of Civil Procedure, iffa 
felony or misdemeanor is committed by an 
attorney and counselor at law, or if the 
moral character of such attorney i@ such 
as to render it unsafe to allow dim to 
practice, the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court in the first instance has 
cognizance of such a condition and may 
inflict the proper punishment therefor, 
either by suspension from practice or dise 
barment. In the case of Judge Hooker 
such action of the Appellate Division, .if 
he were found guilty of the charges 
would, ipso facto, remove him as a Su- 
preme Court Justice, for as his license 
to practice law would thereby be ré@- 
voked, he would not have the proper 
qualifications to sit on the bench as @ 
Judge. 

The proper course of procedure to mé 
seems to be one of two methods, to be 
determined by the state of facts peculiar 
to the existing conditions. If Judge 
Hooker committed a felony or misdemean- 
or as a part of the practice of his profes- 
sion aS an attorney the local Bar Asso- 
ciation can present the evidence on the 
facts relied upon to the Appellate Division 
for his removal, and thereupon that court 
will look into them, and if it comes to the 
conclusion that the interests of the pub- 
lic or the honor of the profession require 
the proceeding, it will direct an order to« 
show cause founded upon the papers pre- 
sented, to be served personally upon him. 
If the offense has been distinct and apart 
from his‘ practice as an attorney, the 
Bar Association can institute a criminal 
action, and if found guilty, upon an ap- 
plication to the Appellate Division, to- 
gether with a certified copy of the judg- 
ment of criticism, he will be summarily 
removed. 

The power of the court to remove 
an attorney and to cancel his license is 
fully considered in the case of ‘“*In re- 
Percy, 36 N. Y., 653."" Justice Grover, 
writing the opinion in this case, said: 

“It will be seen that the exercise of 
this power [of removal] is dependent 
upon the general conduct of the person 
and-js not confined ‘to. the class of cases 
where particular individuals have suf- 
fered injury from such misconduct. It {fs 
insisted by the appellant that the mis-- 
conduct justifying a removal is some de- 
ceit, malpractice, or misdemeanor prac- 
ticed or committed in the exercise of the 
profession only, and that general bad, 
character or misconduct will not sustain 
this proceeding. I cannot concur in this 
proceeding. It has been seen that the 
right of admission to practice is made, 
both by the Constitution and statute, to 
depend upon the possession of a good 
moral character, joined with the requisite 
learning and ability. It is equally im- 
portant that this character should be 
preserved after admission, while in the 
practice of the profession, as that It 
should exist at the time. It would be an 
anomaly in the law to make good moral 
to admission

“There are three strong points in my 
favor: First, the Roosevelt—the most pow- 
erful arctic boat ever built; second, my }| 
knowledge gained by nineteen year in the | 
Arctic; third, my knowledge of the Eskimo | 
and how to handle them. I expect to find 
nothing abnormal, and am convinced there 
is no open sea, and no pole to nail the 
flag to. The fact is, one might step on 
the pole and without instruments of pre- 
cision, never know it.” 

“What good will it do, Commander, if 
you find the pole?” the explorer was 
asked, 

“It’s going to open up,” he answered, 
_** 3,000,000 square miles of absolutely un- 
‘known regions that have been separated 
from the rest of the world for countless 
ages. The race is both sentimental and 
moral, and if we win we shall be the 
victors in the greatest contest ever en- 
gaged in by nations, in which jealousy 
played no part." 

The vessel has a pronounced raking 
stem and wedge-shaped bow. A _ very 
sharp rise of floor affords a form of side 
which cannot be grasped by the ice. There | 
is a great overhang at the stern to pro- | 
tect the propeller and a raking stern post. 

Other peculiarities are the introduction 
of screw tie rods to bind the ship to- 

aeecther; the filling in of the bow almost 
Solid where it meets the impact of the 
ice; a massive and unusual retnforcement 
of the rudder post to prevent twisting; 
the adoption of a rudder that can be lifted | 
out of the water to prevent damaze to it | 
by the ice; the armoring of stem and 
bows with heavy plates of steel, and the | 
protection of the outer planking with ‘a | 
two and a half inch coating of greenheart 
ice sheathing. 

The rig of the Roosevelt is that of the 
three-masted schooner, a peculiarity be- 
ing a yery short bowsprit that can be run 
inboard when navigating in ice of high 
elevation. The vessel, besides her great 
steam power, carries fourteen sails, in- 
cluding storm staysails and has a sail 
area somewhat less than that of a three- 
masted coasting schooner. 

The living quarters on the ship are in 
keeping with the other arrangements, and 
in the library one of the most comfortable 
of them all, hang two framed letters |

Injunction Proceedings Said to be 
Planned by Mr. Miller. 





SPARRING TO COMMENCE SOON 


Best Legal Talent in Chicago Will Be 
Called Into the Battle Over 
Indictments. 


CHICAGO, July 2.—Counsel for the big 
packers who were indicted yesterday on 
charges of violating the Sherman Antl- 
Trust law will meet here to-morrow to 
map out the defense. The best legal 
talent in Chicago will be engaged in the 
fight. Although the cases will not be 
heard till Fall, there are indications that 
preliminary sparring will begin at once. 

John §. Miller, counsel for the packers, 
it is declared, has already prepared to 
make a most unusual legal move by ap- 
plying for an injunction restraining the 
Government from prosecuting his clients 
on the particular indictments returned. 
The application for this injunction, it is 
said, may be made this week. 

The ground on which Mr. Miller would 
base his application, according to the 
story, is that the Government is taking 
improper measures. The Government 
prosecuted the packers three years ago 
and obtained the Grosscup injunction re- 
straining them from interfering with 
trade in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Then, instead of proceeding to 
show that the packers were violating the 
injunction, the Government elected to 
prosecute along a new line entirely. 

The injunction case was a proceeding In 
equity, while the forthcoming prosecu- 


; tion will be based upon criminal charges. 


It would be the contention of thé counsel 
for the packers that inasmuch as they 
ij were being pursued in equity they are | 
| entitled to protection from being at- 
| tacked in another direction at the same 
time. 

It will be charged that the Grand Jury 
investigation was merely a ruse on the 
part of the Government attorneys to ob- 
tain in secret the evidence needed for 
the prosecution of the packers.for violat- 
ing the injunction.

PROF. MARCIUS WILLSON DEAD 


The School Book Author, 91 Years Old 
—Kept at Work to the Last.

| VINELAND, N. J., July 2.—Prof. Mar- 
| clus Willson, teacher, lawyer, and author 
|}of numerous school books which have 
| long been recognized as standard, died 
at his home here to-day. He was ninety- 
; One years old. In the last half century 
|he had received royalties amounting to 
$250,000 from his publishers. 

Prof. Willson was at his desk from four 
to eight hours daily until a few weeks 
ago. It was his firm belief that a man 
engaged in active literary work could 
not give it up without suffering a decay 
of physical powers as a consequence of 
disuse of his brain. Of late years he had 
been writing a new book, the name of 
which he persistently refused to divulge. 
It was almost completed when he died. 

He was born at West Stockbridge, 
Mass., in 1813, and was graduated at 
Union College in 1836. For a while he 
taught school, reading law between times. 
In 1841 he was admitted to the bar, and 
practiced until attacked by bronchitis, as 
the result of much public speaking. From 
1849 to 1853 he was President of the 
Canandaigua Academy. In 1861, upon its 
founding, the Presidency of Vassar Col- 
lege was offered him, but as he was en- 
gaged in literary work he declined. 
Among his books are ‘‘ Mosaics of Bible 
| History,”’ ‘‘ Wonderful Story of Old,” and 
“Principles of Finance and Philosphy of 
| Bimetallism.’”’ 

Prof. Willson was noted for extreme 
simplicity of life. He was an abstainer 
from all stimulants and careful as to his 
| diet. His only exercise was a daily walk. 
j At the time of his death he was a member 
of the Board of Education and President 
of the New. England Society.

| Brighton meeting, with the Brighton Mile 
|as the star attraction of the day, while 
on Saturday will be run the most valua- 
ble of the great Spring handicaps, the 
| Brighton, with a guaranteed value of $25,- 
000, a race which promises to be the best 
of the entire series, for the simple reason 
;that it wil) be decided just when the 
| horses of the first rank are coming into 
| their true form after a backward Spring. 
| It is @ matter of immense interest. to 
| horsemen that Sysonby, hailed Saturday 
jafter his overwhelming victory in the 
| Commonwealth Handicap as the new king 
|of the turf, is in all three of the big races 
|named, and owners of other horses are 
| finding material for much speculation in 
| the question of which of the.races he will 
}be sent for. On the running of the Com- 
;monwealth and on his brilliant perform- 
|}ance in his preceding race, Sysonby is the 
| most formidable horse in any of.the three 
races, and it is not improbable that he 
will race for both the Realization and the 
| Brighton Handicap. 

The Realization offers what seems to be 
the easier race for him, as in that event, 
though he must take up 126 pounds, he 
| will meet horses of his own age on equal 
terms so far as the better ones of. the 
| probable field are concerned, and those 
better ones include a brilliant lot, notably 
the wonderful filly Tanya, winner of the 
Belmont Stakes in the early Spring; Tra- 
dition and Cairngorm, both of which Sy- 
'sonby has beaten decisively; Blandy, Hot 
Shot, and Migraine. In the Brighton 
Handicap the colt is penalized to the full 
|}limit allowed by the conditions of the 
| race, and will have to carry 115 pounds,

as with Artful and Beldame running, 
there cannot fail to be a terrific a 

It is within the probabilities that the 
running of the Realization and Brighton 
Mile so short a time before the Brighton 
Handicap may have the effect of cut- 
ting down the field for the latter race, 
but from every prospect the field will be 
a big one, as the best of the horses in 
training seem to have just begun to round 
to their real form, and the entries for the 
Brighton Handicap include all the good 
horses that have raced this season.

BASS AND TROUT FISHING. 


Anglers. Have Good Catches Along 
Delaware River and at the Lakes. 


Black bass fishing is in its prime now, and 
both the large and small mouth are biting free- 
ly. Two-pounders have been caught at several 
points along the Delaware River near Narrows- 
burg. At Greenwood Lake the fish have not 
been running as heavily as usual, but anglers 
who whip the lake have received their reward 
by catching bass weighing from twelve to 
twenty-five ounces each. Many good-sized 
pickerel are also caught at the lower end of 
the lake, the bass being taken generally at the 


upper end. 

At Lake Mombasha, near Monroe, N. Y., last 
week, black bass fishing was unusually enjoy- 
able. Two fish weighing four pounds each 
were caught in a string of thirteen, the aver- 
age weight of which was two pounds. This is 
said to be one of the best catches of the season. 
From the Twin Lakes at Parker's Glen, on the 
Erie, one angler gathered a string of twenty 
small-mouth bass, topped by one weighing 
three pounds and a half, with an average for 
the. string of one pound and a half. 

Brook trout are —. deep pools of cold 
water preparatoy to the breeding season, ap- 
parently, for the fish are running small in the 
near-by waters, and those weighing from one 
and one-half pounds upward, which were 
caught easily earlier in the season, are very 
ecarce and rarely find their way to one’s creel. 
Smali fish are plenty, howevér, and gcod 
strings have been reported during the week 
from Woodbury Falls, Shohola Brook, Half{- 
Way Brook, and a score or more tributaries to 
the Delaware in the vicinity of Narrowsburg 


and Callicoon. 


LITTLE RHODY THE WINNER, 


Beats Ocean Racers from Bristol to 
Montauk Point and Return. 


BRISTOL, R. IL, July 2.—The sloop Little 
Rhody, owned by Commodore Cc. F. Tillinghast 
of the Bristol Yacht Club, won her second 
ocean race within a year to-day, when she 
captured the club trophy for an e1ghty-eight- 
mile race to Montauk Point and return against 
seventeen competitors, all under thirty-one 
foot water line. A year ago the Little Rhody 
won the Lipton Cup race from New York to 
Marblehead. 

The Little Rhody was not the first to cross 


the finish line, for the sloop Bambino, owned 
by L. Grinnell of New Bedford, after leading 
practically from the start, came in 17:24 
ahead of the Bristol yacht, which was not 
sufficient to save her allowance either to the 
Little Rhody or the sloop Priscilla, owned 
by W. 8S. Wood of Fall River. The winner 
covered the distance in 15:38:24. The Fris- 
cilla’s time was 16:26:47, and the Bambino’s 
15:21:00.

The Official Handbook of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union of the United States, revised and 
in @ more complete form than previous issues, 
has just made its appearance. Besides the 
rules, which are given in full, the book contains 
a mass of information covering athletics all 
over the world.

COUNT STEAMBOAT LOADS.

Inspectors Enforcing New Law Against 


Overcrowding—Life Belt Tests. 


In accordance with the new steamboat 
laws, inspired by the lessons of the Slo- 
cum disaster, which went into effect last 
Saturday, two Inspectors were stationed 
at the embarkation point of every excur- 
sion boat Saturday and yesterday to count 
the passengers and see that the licensed 
number was not exceeded. On Saturday, 
it was said, 450 persons were forbidden to 
board one bdpt, while at others scores 
were turned bach Yesterday, on account 
of the weathér, there was little to do. 

Under the new law, should an Inspector 
find hose, life preservers, or other life 
paraphernalia worthless, he can demand 
its destruction In his presence, forthwith. 
No Inspector is allowed to be interested 
in the manufacture or sale of any life 
apparatus. There is also a penalty for 
manslaughter, with fine up to $10,000, or 
ten years at hard labor, or both, attached 


‘| to conviction in a Circuit Court of any 


steamboat officer held responsible for 
loss of life. 


An Inspector must take each life pre- 
server down and jump on it to see if it 
will stand rough handling; he must haul 


with his full strength on the straps, and 
after more rigid work must stamp each 
preserver with his initials and the date 
of inspection, He is then responsible for 
every one. so stamped for one year.

The Rev. Dr. David G. Wylie, pastor of 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church, at Cen-

Neighbors’ Protest Fails to Stop 
Extension Over Street Line. 


NEW LITIGATION PROMISED 


Five-Foot Richardson Structure An- 
nexes City Land, They Say—Neigh- 
bors Urge Ahearn to Act. 


The late Joseph Richardson's “ Spite 
House,’’ up in Lexington Avenue, near 
EHighty-second  8treet, after making 
trouble between the old miser and his 
neighbors all his lifgtime, and between 
his heirs after his death, is again pro- 
viding grist for the courts and the legal 
fraternity. The neighbors say now that 
C. A. Stein, the real estate man, who has 
it in charge, is improving and enlarging 
the building at the expense of the city— 
that by an expenditure of. $25 incurred in 
securing a building permit. he has suc- 
ceeded in annexing $10,000 worth of land 
which belongs to the city. 

The Spite House stands on the north- 
west corner of the block. The lot on 
which it stands in 102 feet long, but only 
5 feet wide. The house got its name be- 
cause old man Richardson built it to 
spite his neighbors. 

Henry Sarner of 102 East Eighty-first 
Street. owned the building lot to the west, 
adjoining Richardson's strip of land, and 
when he determined to erect a home there 
attempted to purchase the Richardson 
property. Richardson named a figure 
which Sarner declined to pay. Sarner 
thereupon erected a residence, the ribbon 
of land remaining in the hands of Rich- 
ardson, 

As soon as the Sarner house was up 
Richardson began the erection of a house 
which, walls and all, was only five feet 
wide. Four stories high the building was 
reared, effectually shutting off the light 
and air from the Sarner residence. Of 
course no man could live in a house which 
was all length and no breadth. Whena 
caller rang the front doorbell the person 
who answered the ring would have to 
step behind the door, as it swung open, 
to permit the entrance of the visitor. 
Richardson conceived the idea of building 
three big bay windows on the Lexington 
Avenue side and extending them from the 
ground to the roof. He secured the pas- 
sage of a special city ordinance and put 
up the windows, with a width of 4 feet 5 
inches, which gave him virtually a house 
a little more than 9 feet wide. 

Mr. Stein has now obtained a permit 
and is filling in the spaces between the 
two windows, so that the whole house 
will, if the work is completed, be 9 feet 
5 inches wide and almost half of it will 
stand on city ground. Up to the present 
the work has been pushed for but one 
story. The space thus gained will be oc- 
cupied by small shops. Three shops al- 
ready have been leased, one to a tailor, 
another to a shoeman, and the third to an 
electrician. 

Sarner headed a delegation of property 
owners which called on Borough Presi- 
dent Ahearn last week and denounced 
Stein’s action as the virtual confiscation 


of city property worth more than $10,000. 
President Ahearn said that he would or- 
der the reconstruction permit revoked 
pending an investigation. Work kept on 
and a petition was sent to Mayor McClel- 
lan, in which the Borough President was 
scored for giving away such valuable 
land for the nominal fee of $25. 

“It’s an outrage,’ said Mr. Sarner yes- 
terday afternoon, “If Stein is permitted 
to fill in between his bay windows with 
one-story shops he can keep right on up. 
The property owners who called on Mr.

Famous Skipper Says It Was No 
Trouble to Win Ocean Race. 


GOES TO NEW LONDON HOME 


ner Will Handle W. Ross Proc- 
tor’s Yacht in Races Here. 


Capt. Charles Barr, the skipper of the 
victorious ocean-racing yacht Atlantic, 
arrived at Hoboken on the Hamburg- 
American liner Bluecher yesterday morn- 
ing. He was welcomed at the pier by 
Mrs. Barr, who was quite ill when he 
started the Atlantic on the race across 
the Atlantic, and as the famous skipper 
came down the gangplank Mrs, Barr 
turned to a friend and remarked: 

“I got well the minute I heard that 
‘Charley’ had won the race.” 

Capt. Barr never looked better, and de- 
clared that the winning of the Kaiser's 
Cup was the easiest work of his yacht- 
ing career, 

“It was no trouble at all to win that 
race,’ said Capt. Barr. ‘‘ The fact is, it 
was as easy as shooting rail birds when 
there are a lot of them around. Oh, yes, 
I had a good time, but I’m glad to get 
back just the same, for, after all, there 
is no place like America.” 

Just before he sailed the Captain was 
one of the guests at a reception on board 
the Bluecher, given by Herr Ballin, Di- 
rector General of the Hamburg-American 
Line, to the Kaiser. The crowd was so 
great that Capt. Barr was one of those 
that missed meeting the Kaiser, and he 
was the man that the Emperor is said to 
have desired meeting above all others. 

It is said the Captain is $5,000 richer in 
bonus money as a result of the Atlantic’s 
victory. Wilson Marshal], her owner, is 
reported to have offered the value of the 
cup to him if he would take the trim 
black three-masted schooner across the 
finish line at the Lizard first of the eleven 
boats competing. 

The inside history of the race across, 
how he forced her in the face of the three 
day’s gale he met with in midocean, and 
how they hesitated /whether or not to lay 
to when the Hamburg was within nine 


miles of them astern and unsuspected he
